Young people at the 
Cangle fear for future

YOUNG people living in supported accom¬ 
modation in Haverhill are facing an uncer¬ 
tain future. 

The Cangle Foyer offers supported hous¬ 
ing for 32 young people, aged 16-25, who are 
homeless and vulnerable. 

Riverside Housing, which runs the accom¬ 
modation, has lost the commission to pro¬ 
vide care after 17 years and, as such, a move 
for the 32 residents could happen by April 1. 

Young people currently living at the Cangle 
are worried that they will become homeless, 
or have to move into unsuitable accommo¬ 
dation. 

Resident Vikki Hayes said she is suffering 
from anxiety and panic attacks as a result of 
the uncertainty. 

She said: “This place is a lifeline for a lot 
of us. Many of us have either found employ¬ 
ment, or have progressed further in our jobs, 
only for it to be taken away from us. 

“We have no-one to turn to; nowhere to 
go.” 

Residents only heard about the threat to 
their home on fanuary 5, when staff told 
them Riverside had lost the contract. 

According to residents, it was only on 
fanuary 25 that they were officially told they 
would have to move out by April 1, when the 
new contract starts. 


Simon Allcock, Riverside regional opera¬ 
tions manager, said: “After 17 years of sup¬ 
porting young people in Haverhill, the hous¬ 
ing and support service at Cangle Foyer will 
be decommissioned from March 31, 2017, 
following a decision by Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil. 


“To ensure a smooth transition, Riverside 
is working closely with the county council to 
rehouse residents into the new provider’s ac¬ 
commodation before this date. 

“We are proud to have supported hundreds 
of young people who have lived at Cangle 
Foyer over the last 17 years, and have gone on 


to achieve their goals.” 

Residents are also concerned they may 
have to leave Haverhill itself if suitable hous¬ 
ing cannot be found in the town. 

A county council spokesman said: “Suffolk 
County Council has carried out a fair and 
competitive procurement process to award 
funding to housing related support providers 
across the county. 

“Suffolk County Council and Riverside are 
committed to ensuring a smooth transition 
to continue the welfare of the young people 
we support, and will be working closely to 
rehouse residents into the new provider’s ac¬ 
commodation before April 1.” 

An announcement is expected this week to 
confirm who the new provider of care will be 
and the exact future for residents at the Can¬ 
gle. 

It is no yet known whether or not the cur¬ 
rent staff will lose their jobs. 

A petition was started on Friday in a bid to 
stop the move.

Bereaved mum 
Binds a cot for 
grieving parents 


A BEREAVED mother hopes 
her gift of a cuddle cot will 
allow grieving parents “a lit¬ 
tle extra time to say good¬ 
bye” to babies who have 
passed away. 

Sarah Kirkby, from Abing- 
ton, lost her daughter 25 
years ago. Last month, she 
presented Addenbrooke’s 
with £1,500 for a cuddle cot 
which she had raised her¬ 
self. 

Cuddle cots are refriger¬ 
ated cots that can be used 
to allow recently bereaved 
parents to keep their child 
with them a little longer be¬ 
fore they have to say good¬ 
bye. 

Mrs Kirkby, said she had 
never had the chance to 
make use of a cuddle cot, 
but that the therapeutic 
benefits would be a definite 
boost for parents struggling 
at a particularly difficult 
time. 

Mrs Kirkby said: “I de¬ 
cided to raise money for the

cuddle cot in memory of 
my daughter Jennifer who 
would have been 25 this 
month. Hopefully, others in 
that same situation will be 
helped. It was something I 
never had the chance to use. 

“If people are in that situ¬ 
ation, the cuddle cot will 
help grieving parents. They 
can spend longer with their 
baby once it has passed 
away. They can bathe the 
baby and other things they 
would have done. It gives 
them a little extra time to 
say goodbye. Other people 
can see the baby and it gives 
children the chance to un¬ 
derstand what is going on. 

“This was the first one the 
hospital had had and I hope 
it is good news for them.” 

Mary King, lead nurse in 
the Neonatal Intensive Care 
Unit said: “As a neonatal 


team we strive to provide 
the best possible care to ba¬ 
bies, parents and families 
throughout their journey 
but for some families their 
baby will not survive. 

“We rely heavily on fun¬ 
draising and donations 
through Addenbrooke’s 
Charitable Trust (ACT) and 
we are extremely grateful 
for this very generous do¬ 
nation that will support us 
with the opportunities to 
enhance end of life care to 
families.” 

Mrs Kirkby raised money 
for the cuddle cot by selling 
woodwork and putting on 
events like a sponsored leg 
wax. 

“There is still a taboo 
about grief and child death,” 
she added.

Clergyman found not guilty of 
defrauding church of £12,700

A CLERGYMAN has been cleared by a jury of 
defrauding his own church. 

Ian Finn, 58, of Hopton Rise, Haverhill, 
had pleaded not guilty to a charge of fraud 
by abuse of position between June 2007 and 
March 2014. 

The prosecution alleged that the Rev Finn 
had failed to properly account for money 
paid as fees for weddings, funeral and cre¬ 
mation services and the reading of wedding 
banns over that time. 

At the time of the alleged offence, the Rev 
Finn had been working as parish rector at St 
Mary The Virgin Church, Haverhill. 

It was alleged during his trial at Ipswich 
Crown Court that he had failed to account for 
£12,707. 

On Monday, after two hours of delibera¬ 
tions, the jury returned a unanimous not 
guilty verdict. 

The court had been told that initial con¬ 
cerns had been raised by the parish treasurer 
about the Rev Finn’s record keeping in Janu¬ 
ary 2014, which led to an investigation by 
church officials. 

The Rev Finn, Rural Dean of Clare and 
an honorary Dean at St Edmundsbury Ca¬ 
thedral, when questioned by Suffolk police, 


claimed that the missing church fees were a 
matter of incompetence on his part rather 
that dishonesty. 

The Rev Finn told detectives he had made 
simple accounting mistakes and blamed the 
situation on “chaotic record keeping and 
poor and inadequate accounting skills”. 

Giving evidence, the Rev Finn said that he 
had been “left to his own devices” to deal 
with church financial issues after being given 


no formal training. 

He told the jury he had been suspended 
from his role as parish rector since the fraud 
allegations were made three years ago. 

He denied having ever acted dishonestly 
and said he would never have taken the 
chance of seeing his church career destroyed 
over an alleged fraud involving the equiva¬ 
lent of £1,700 a year over a seven year period. 

Since his suspension, he calculated that 


he was entitled to as much as £11,000 in ex¬ 
penses incurred during that seven years and 
which he had never claimed from the church 
authorities. 

Following an informal meeting with Arch¬ 
deacon David Jenkins, the Rev Finn said he 
had checked his records and came to the 
“horrific understanding” that he had made 
accounting errors. 

The Rev Finn said he believed that around 
£18,000 was involved and he had written a 
cheque to the Diocesan Board of Finance for 
that sum. 

However, when the figure was officially ad¬ 
justed to £12,707 he had not been reimbursed 
the balance, Finn told the court. 

Among character witnesses called to speak 
on the Rev Finn’s behalf was Vanessa Whit- 
combe, head of Castle Manor Academy in 
Haverhill, who described him as “a man of 
incredible integrity.” 

The Rev Graham Owen, who was brought 
in to assist with parish duties following the 
Rev Finn’s suspension said he had “every 
confidence” in him, both as a priest and as a 
person.

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Kenyan clinic project 
completed by charity

VOLUNTEERS from a Haver- 
hill-based charity, Focus on 
Africa, have completed a 
three-year project to build a 
clinic in Kenya. 

The new clinic is open to 
everyone and offers treat¬ 
ment for most injuries and 
illness, regardless of the abil¬ 
ity of the patient to pay 

Chairman Brian Boltwood 
said: “If they can pay they do 
and if they can’t then they 
don’t. We raise the money 
here in the UK.” 

To help complete this la¬ 
bour of love, five of the six 
trustees donated £2,500 
each to finally finish the 
clinic last month. 

Mr Boltwood said: “A lot 
of people don’t appreciate 
what it’s like out there. 

“We get people who come 
out with us to see what we 
do and a lot can’t cope with 
the way of life. Things like 
seeing children starving.” 

The charity bought the 
land in the village of Kadero 
Got Nyabondo for the clinic 
in 2014 and has been work-

ing ever since to try and get 
the building work off the 
ground. 

To complete the project, 
the charity brought together 
the entire community of the 
Kenyan village just outside 
the city of Kisumu. 

Mr Boltwood said: “We 
used local labour which is 
better for the environment, 
local workers and a local 
builder who employed the 
right amount of people to do 
the work.” 

The charity was first start¬ 
ed in 2002 by Haverhill resi¬ 
dent Peter Plumb. 

Sadly, he died before see¬ 
ing the charity deliver any 
of its projects. But under the 
leadership of Peter’s son-in- 
law and current chairman 
Mr Boltwood, the charity has 
worked with schools and or¬ 
phanages to help local chil¬ 
dren. 

While building work at the 


clinic continued, the volun¬ 
teers organised equipment 
and medical supplies to en¬ 
sure the two Kenyan staff 
could cope once the volun¬ 
teers were gone. 


Mr Boltwood said: “We or¬ 
ganise materials and drugs 
for the clinic. Things like 
beds and mosquito nets.” 

The new clinic is not yet 
perfect.

Cyclist's charity ride clocks up £ 30 k 


AN ambitious cyclist has 
raised now more than 
£30,000 for charity. 

Stuart Bayne rode 
2,108km (1,309 miles), 
climbing more than 
14,000 metres, during 
his epic journey from 
Bluff at the southern tip 
of New Zealand's South 
Island to Cape Reinga, 
the northern-most part 
of the country. 

The 53-year-old 
was raising money for 
the Down's Syndrome 
Association. 

He said: "Fortunately 
all the hard work I put in 
during my preparation 
paid dividends. It was 
hard work, but I knew 
that if I dug in deep I 
would be OK as long as 
my body and my bike 
could keep going." 

Stuart, from Haverhill, 
had to alter his route 
after two simultaneous 
major earthquakes struck 
north of Christchurch, 
closing a number of 
roads he planned to 
travel on. 

Stuart had 

previously completed a 
1,100-kilometre (683- 
mile) sponsored cycle 
ride through Europe 
which raised more than 
£17,000 for the DSA. 

The money will be 
split between the DSA 
in the UK and New 
Zealand.

Borough council set to 
increase tax by 1.96pc

ST EDMUNDSBURY Borough 
Council is proposing to raise its 
council tax precept for the second 
year in a row. 

The planned increase of 1.96 
per cent equates to an extra £3.51 
a year for people living in Band D 
properties. 

The proposal was approved by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
cabinet at a meeting on Tuesday. 

Leader of St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council, Cllr fohn Griffiths, 
said: “It is unlikely that in the life 
of local government there has ever 
been a time when so many chang¬ 
es have been made to the way that 
councils get the funding we need 
to deliver services. 

“St Edmundsbury refuses to look 
on this as ‘doom and gloom’ how¬ 
ever and instead we are focusing 
on how we can continue to invest 
in our local communities.” 

The borough council had not 
raised its precept for seven years 
before 2016.

The council pointed to cuts in 
central government funding as 
one of the reasons for the increase 
this year. 

The Government’s revenue 
and support grant will provide 
no money to St Edmundsbury by

2020. 

St Edmundsbury’s share of the 
council tax bill would be just over 
11 per cent of the whole bill and 
would now total £182.16 a year for 
an average band D home. 

This follows council tax increas¬ 


es by Haverhill Town Council and 
the police over the last few weeks. 

Cllr Ian Houlder, St Edmunds¬ 
bury cabinet member for resourc¬ 
es, said: “We have to become more 
self sufficient locally and not rely 
on central government handouts. 

“Many of our communities are 
beacons of success through the 
ways in which they look out for 
each other, work together on the 
activities which mean so much 
to them and support the work of 
councils in their own areas.” 

Capital investment projects for 
the next four years currently stand 
at £64 million and Haverhill Re¬ 
search Park has been listed as one 
possible investment opportunity. 

The final decision on the in¬ 
crease will be made on Tuesday, 
February 21, at a meeting of St Ed¬ 
mundsbury’s full council.

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DEVELOPMENT 

New homes win 
council backing 


THE first phase of housing at 
the Northwest development 
at Haverhill has been ap¬ 
proved by the town council. 

A total of203 homes would 
be built in phase one under 
plans presented to a plan¬ 
ning meeting on Tuesday. 

The development at Anne 
Sucklings Lane, Little Wrat- 
ting, is subject to conditions, 
including the construction 
of a relief road. 

Under outline planning 
permission, originally grant¬ 
ed for the development, the 
relief road does not need to 
be finished for five years or 
until the 500th house is built 
and occupied. 

Speaking at Tuesday’s 
meeting, residents and 
councillors raised concerns 
about increased traffic. 

Julie Goodwin, whose 
property backs onto the de¬ 
velopment, said: “Getting 
out of Anne Suckling Road 
most times is a nightmare, 
I’m concerned the relief road 
is not going to be built for 
five years. Construction traf-

fic will make traffic worse for 
each phase.” 

Cllr David Roach added: 
“The relief road is a huge 
thing for this town. The 
amount of good PR you 
would get for delivering that 
road early, you can’t buy 
that.” 

Eventually the entire 
north west development will 
have 1,150 homes, a primary 
school, leisure facilities and 
developers Persimmon will 
need to make contributions 
to health care provision as 
well. 

Each phase of the devel¬ 
opment will also consist of 
30 per cent affordable hous¬ 
ing to help cope with the 
growing housing needs of 
the town. 

Councillors also raised 
concerns about how many 
bedrooms were actually in 
each home and how that 
would affect parking. Per¬ 


simmon’s plans show two 
bedroom homes with an of¬ 
fice, meaning only one park¬ 
ing space is needed as op¬ 
posed to two parking spaces 
if they were a three bed. 

Town clerk Colin Poole 
said: “The smallest bedroom 
we found, the smallest office 
is larger than that.” 

Going forward the plan¬ 
ning committee voted in fa¬ 
vour of the application but 
attached suggestions to the 
plan that will be decided by 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council at a later date. 

Conditions included 
building the relief road first, 
consideration by planners 
of how many bedrooms 
each house has and there¬ 
fore parking spaces needed, 
limiting construction traffic 
delivery times and looking at 
surface drainage on site.

Flats plan raises concerns 
over access for ambulances

CONCERNS that ambulances 
would be delayed attending emer¬ 
gency calls have led to plans for a 
new housing development to be 
rejected in principle. 

Developers want to demolish the 
social services and magistrates’ 
court buildings on Camps Road, 
Haverhill, and replace them with 
17 homes. 

Plans for the site, opposite a for¬ 
mer care home - plans for which 
have also been rejected - are sub¬ 
ject to an appeal, but St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee was asked 
to make a judgement on what it 
would have decided. 

Speaking at last Thursday’s 
meeting, a spokesman said East 
of England Ambulance Trust was 
worried about how construction 
and subsequent housing would af¬ 
fect its ability to respond to emer¬ 
gency calls in the Haverhill area 
within the allotted eight minute 
window. 


He said: “Clearly proximity is an 
issue. We respond to between 17- 
20 calls per day in Haverhill. We are 
concerned it will likely raise delays 
in response and cause parking is¬ 
sues and congestion.” 

Many councillors had concerns 
that any development on the so¬ 
cial services and adjoining magis¬ 


trates’ court site would be difficult 
because of access issues for the 
ambulance service. 

Cllr’s Peter Stevens and Terry 
Clements both said that the site 
of the ambulance service should 
be reconsidered to make planning 
permission for the two sites easier 
in the future. 


Haverhill South Cllr lason 
Crooks was the only dissenting 
voice, arguing that in the past 
when both the magistrates’ court 
and social services buildings were 
open, traffic, access and conges¬ 
tion would have been much worse. 

He argued the people of Haver¬ 
hill needed the new homes.

T HE human heart refuses to be 
constrained by rationality or 
reason. 

We are all slaves to those 10 
ounces of throbbing muscle, 
savouring every flutter of pleasure in the 
knowledge that, inevitably, there will be 
murmurs of pain as we mourn those 
closest to us. 

Loving is a handsomely crafted drama 
about two mild-mannered, yet coura¬ 
geous souls from opposite sides of the 
racial divide in late 1950s Virginia, who 
followed their hearts in strict defiance of 
The Racial Integrity Act, which criminal¬ 
ized interracial marriages in the 
state. 

The unerring devotion of Richard 
Loving to his wife Mildred, in the face of 
fierce opposition from some friends and 
neighbours, led to a landmark 1967 legal 
ruling by the US Supreme Court that 
finally overturned decades of prejudice. 

This remarkable courtroom battle 
against bigotry and bureaucracy provides 
writer-director Jeff Nichols with a deep 
emotional core that compels us to root 
for Richard and Mildred when all hope is 
lost. 


LOVING (12A)

Nichols' script draws inspiration 
from Nancy Buirski's celebrated 2011 
documentary The Loving Story and 
invents some peripheral characters for 
the sake of dramatic expediency, 
without weakening the emotional 
wallop of the film's understated final 
act. 

Construction worker Richard Loving 
(Joel Edgerton) falls giddily in love with 
family friend Mildred Jeter (Ruth Negga). 

When she falls pregnant, the couple 
decide to marry. 

Forbidden from consummating their 
relationship in Virginia, Richard and 
Mildred drive to Washington D.C. and 
return home with a marriage licence, 
which they proudly display on the wall of 
their home. 

Sheriff Brooks (Marton Csokas) arrives 
soon after with his deputies and arrests 
the Lovings. 

They are eventually released, but the 
couple must publicly keep their distance. 

"All we got to do is keep to ourselves for 


a while and this'll blow over,'' Richard 
tenderly assures Mildred. 

Alas, his optimism is misplaced and the 
couple narrowly avoids a one-year stint 
behind bars by agreeing that they will 
not return to Virginia together for 25 
years. 

The case eventually attracts the interest 
of American Civil Liberties Union lawyer 
Bernie Cohen (Nick Kroll) and trailblaz- 
ing civil rights lawyer Phil Hirschkop 
(Jon Bass). 

Meanwhile, freelance photographer 
Grey Villet (Michael Shannon) is 
commissioned to capture an intimate 
portrait of the Lovings' home life for 
TIME magazine. 

Loving sensitively recreates a battle for 
justice waged by two quietly spoken 
people, who changed the course of 
history. 

Edgerton is mesmerising as the stoic 
husband, and Oscar nominee Negga is 
similarly radiant as the emotional rock in 
the eye of a legal storm. 

Director Nichols beautifully evokes the 
era, allowing his camera to focus on the 
couple's tribulations against a backdrop 
of meticulous period detail.

The plucky heroine fends off creatures above and

Umbrella's computer 
operating system, The Red 
Queen (Ever Anderson, 

Jovovich's real life daugh¬ 
ter), unexpectedly makes 
contact and urges Alice to 
return to the epicentre of 
the outbreak, The Hive.

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Almost two years since Bake Off changed her life, Nadiya Hussain has her fingers in more 
new pies - including a debut novel. She tells to HANNAH STEPHENSON all about it 


S TAR BAKER Nadiya 

Hussain has an unusual 
method of managing panic 
attacks. "When I was on 
Bake Off, I used to have an 
elastic band around my wrist and 
used it for shock therapy, where 
you ping the elastic band which 
reminds you of where you are and 
that you’ll be fine," she says. 

"I wore it up to about week six, 
when it pinged off! I remember 
asking one of the researchers to 
find me an elastic band, and after 
that I used to carry spares." 

Nadiya had a panic disorder long 
before appearing on BBCl's The 
Great British Bake Off, she admits. 

"I could just have palpitations 
and feel sick and that could be it, or 
I could feel like I can't breathe any 
more and someone's watching me. 

"That still happens, even to this 
day. It isn’t any less of a problem 
than it was. It will always be there. 

"To me, it's like having a monster 
that hangs around with you and is 
always behind you." 

Since winning Bake Off in 2015, 
the 32-year-old mother-of-three 
has presented an acclaimed 
two-part documentary about 
Bangladesh, her parents' homeland 
(last year's The Chronicles Of 
Nadiya), written cookbooks, been a 
guest panellist on Loose Women 
and has just brought out her debut 
novel, The Secret Lives Of The Amir 
Sisters, the first of three. 

She doesn't have the elastic band 
around her wrist any more, but 
says she still wears it now and then. 

"When I did the Queen's 90th 
birthday cake, it was ping, ping, 
ping!" she recalls, smiling. "But my 
kids really helped me. Now, when 
I'm afraid, I think, 'What would you 
tell the kids right now?' 

"When something scares me, 
there's nothing nicer than 
conquering that fear and knowing 
it will never scare you again. I 
welcome fear now." 

Nadiya, recently described as one 
of the most influential people in 
Britain, has moved from Leeds to 
Milton Keynes with her family 
since appearing in the popular 
series, and is now living the dream. 

She still watches Bake Off, and 
can't understand why the fuss 
about its move to Channel 4. 

"It's the most British show you're 
ever going to get on television and 
people have taken to it in such a 
way, they can't cope with the 
change of it moving to 
Channel 4. 

"There are going to 
be adverts and they're 
worried about the 
format changing but 
do you know what; 
what’s wrong with 
change? I'll still watch 
it." 

She distances herself 
from the controversy over 
presenters Mel Giedroyc 
and Sue Perkins and judge Mary 
Berry quitting, and the fact fellow 
judge Paul Hollywood has not. 

"It's his choice. He felt that for his 
family and for his life, the right 
thing to do was to move with Bake

Off. What's wrong with that? Good 
for him." 

She says Channel 4 hasn't 
approached her to be a presenter 
or judge in the next series and she’s 
too busy to take on that sort of 
commitment at the moment. 

"I'm really enjoying all the things 
I'm doing and I have a really busy 
year planned, so I wouldn't have 
time for them." 

Right now, Nadiya is focusing on 
writing. Her first ghostwritten 
novel, The Secret Lives Of The Amir 
Sisters, is a contemporary story 
about four Muslim sisters of 
Bangladeshi parents, growing up in 
a quaint English village. 

Each has her own problems. 

Fatima is overweight and 
trying to pass her driving 
test; Bubblee is a feisty, 
rebellious artist who 
wants to get away 
from family tradition; 
Farah is a put-upon 
housewife and Mae is 
coping with 
burgeoning YouTube 
stardom. 

The problems they face 
are ones many families 
will relate to, regardless 
of religion, although there's an 
emphasis on finding husbands for 
the unmarried sisters. 

"The girls are first-generation 
British, which is something I can 
relate to, and I'm one of four sisters.

"My parents are immigrants. This 
was an opportunity to write a story 
about the things that I grew up 
with, or the things that are quite 
common in a community 
I've grown up in." 

Nadiya grew up in 
Luton in a 
Bangladeshi 
community where her 
father ran a chain of 
curry houses. He isn't 
your typical 
Bangladeshi dad, she 
observes. 

"He's very open- 
minded. His attitude is, 
you guys do what you want to do. I 
was the one who didn't fancy 
finding a husband, so I asked my 
dad to do that for me. I thought an 
arranged marriage would be fun." 

At 20, she married IT consultant 
Abdal - the son of a good friend of 
her father's - in a huge Islamic 
ceremony. But she says had she not 
wanted an arranged marriage, her 
parents wouldn't have minded. 

"I'm very lucky - I know arranged 
marriage doesn't always work. 

"I found it strange at first. I'd just 
turned 20.1 think I was a sensible 
20-year-old. I learned in the first 
two or three years of marriage that 
I'm very persistent. I'm a fighter 
and like to make things work." 

Now she's looking to tie the knot 
again, in a different way. 

"I didn't know my husband very

well 12 years ago. I'd like to do it 
because I like him, I love him, and 
I'd like to do it in a way I would 
have done it had I not had an 
arranged marriage. 

* - * W "I'd just have a few 
people. There were 
l 2,000 people at my last 
^ wedding and I didn't 
know any of them, 
apart from my mum 
and dad and my 
in-laws and my 
husband. 

"I'd want somewhere 
quiet, where you can 
just sit down and eat 
your meal - and I wouldn't bake 
my own cakes!" 

She’s writing two more 
cookbooks, has begun work on the 
next novel, and has more TV 
projects on the cards. But, of 
course, she still finds time to bake. 

"Right now, there's a frangipane 
tart, a Christmas cake, ginger 
biscuits, a ginger cake and 
vegetable rolls on my work top. 

"I don't know what I'm going to 
do with any of it," says Nadiya. 

"If my husband's around during 
the day, he'll pack it up, knock on 
neighbours' doors and say, 'Would 
you like some cake?' and even they 
say, 'No, we're all on a diet - leave 
us alone!’"

WHATEVER HAPPENED TO

KATHLEEN COLLINS, 
activist, playwright 
and film-maker, was a 
pioneering black woman deeply 
involved in the American Civil 
Rights Movement, yet whose work 
seemed destined to fade into 
obscurity following her death, aged 
just 46, in 1988. 

Fortunately, in 2015 her film, 
Losing Ground, was rediscovered, 
and hailed as a masterpiece. 

In its wake comes this haunting 
collection of short stories, 
revealing Collins to have been an 
equally gifted and insightful writer. 

Stand-outs Interiors, The Happy 
Family and the title piece are 
devastating tales of family strife, 
disappointing lovers and thwarted 
idealism, all from a candid female 
perspective that's refreshing, even 
to a contemporary reader. 

Central are the difficult 
interracial politics of the era. These 
stories have resurfaced at a time 
when the attitudes of the West 
seem once again at risk of taking a 
crueller turn, and this lends them 
further heartbreaking resonance.

EDOUARD LOUIS' 
semi-autobiographical 
account tells of his ,, 

childhood and 

adolescence in a village in rural 
France, where residents live below 
the poverty line. Men are expected 
to act tough, to fight and drink, and 
to find work in the local factory, 
but Eddy finds himself unable to 
live up to the macho values that 
the community and, in particular, 
his father expect of him. 

Increasingly humiliated by the 
possibility that he might be gay, he 
tries to act the "tough guy'', dating 
girls and hiding his shame, but he 
is forever hounded by the abuse of 
both his family and his peers. 

Writing from distance, having 
since left the village behind, Louis 
has produced a critical study of the 
conservatism of small 
communities, and an exploration of 
how we reconcile our individual 
nature with what is expected of us.

20th crash test anniversary 



T WO family cars have been 
crash tested to mark the 20th 
anniversary of a European safety 
scheme. 

A 1997 Rover 100 and a 201 7 
Honda Jazz were put through a head- 
on collision at40mph to demonstrate 
the advances in safety since the Euro 
New Car Assessment Programme 
(NCAP) was launched in February 
1997. 

Former Formula One boss Max 
Mosley, the first chairman of Euro- 
NCAF) said "thousands of fatalities" 
have been prevented as a result of its 
introduction. 

The Rover had no airbags to protect 
crash test dummies in its passenger 
seats during the test, which destroyed 
the front of the vehicle. 

The model was given a one-star 
rating when it was first tested 20 years 
ago, and was withdrawn from sale just 
months later. 

There was much less damage to the 
modern Honda, which had airbags 
deployed throughout the interior 
of the car. It was rated five stars for 
safety. 


the UK's only Euro-NCAP testing 
facility in Thatcham, Berkshire, said 
safety improvements fuelled by 
rigorous testing have delivered a 63 
per cent reduction in the number 
of car occupants killed or seriously 
injured each year, from 23,000 in 
1997 to 8,500 in 2015. 

Over the same period the number 
of pedestrians and cyclists killed or 


Manufacturers initially opposed 
Euro-NCAP, claiming it was too strict 
and that no car could ever achieve a 
four-star rating. 

Today nine out of 10 cars sold in 
Europe hold a Euro-NCAP rating. 

Mr Mosley said: "Twenty 
years on from what started as a 
controversial programme, rejected 


by manufacturers and supposedly 
aiming for unrealistic safety standards, 
Euro-NCAP is now firmly part of the 
automotive mainstream. 

"Thousands of fatalities have 
been prevented, consumer demand 
for safety is high, manufacturers 
compete on safety rating results and 
vehicle safety standards continue to 
improve." 

AA president Edmund King recalled 
his horror at witnessing a Rover 100 
being tested 20 years ago. 

He told the Press Association: 
"These tests were dramatic. The 
Rover 100 was described as having 
improved safety features - it had side 
impact bars and an optional driver 
airbag - but my first sight of the car 
after the frontal crash test made me 
shake and feel sick. 

"Even today looking at the pictures 
of the half-squashed Rover makes me 
feel uneasy." 

Mr King said the introduction 
of Euro-NCAP has led to safety 
improvements as significant as those 
brought about by seatbelts and 
breathalysers.
